Violence 
flares as 
trucks sit

Bullets and bricks smashed into some 
trucks today as many of the notion's 
trackers began a two-day work halt. No 
Injuries were reported. 


Truck traffic was noticeably light in 
several states as the drivers began their 
protest over fuel prices and lowered 
speed limits. 


Pennslvania and Ohio officials 
reported at feast 10 separate shooting 
incidents involving rolling trucks. There 
were no reports of injured drivers. 
Pennsylvania police said a shot fired 


from apassing car ripped into a truck on 
- A state police spokesman, Lonnie 
Bowers, said the driver, Ivan Z. Zim- 
merman, 82. of New Holland,Pa., was 
uninjured. His engine, however, was put 
out of commission. 
"It's definitely connected with the 
truck stoppage." Bowefs said. "We've 
had a rash of incidences all over Lan- 
caster and Cheshire counties. There 
'have been hoses cut on trucks. In one 
case, they dumped 1,000 gallons of hot 
tar on a truck stop parking lot. Drivers 
have been harassed when they stop to 
eat."

The Ohio Highway Patrol's post at 
Cent ieM reported seven separate snoot- 
ing incidents involving truckers on In- 
terstate 76. The patrol said shotgun 
pellets were found Inbedded in the sides 
of some of the trucks. 


Troopers also said they were probing 


two reports of truckers being shot at 
along Interstate 75 between Cincinnati 
and Dayton. 


Meanwhile state polio* toll takers and 
truck stop operators reported seeing 
fewer trucks than normal on major 
highways, mostly in the East 
and midwest. But the stoppages were 
scattered and it was too early to tell how 
many drivers would Join in the wildcat 
action. The two-day shutdown was called 
for by dissident nonunion drivers who 
say fuel prices and lowered speed limits 
are eating up their paychecks. 


Union drivers did not seem to be 
joining in the stoppage with the 
independents most of whom own the 
trucks they drive. 


The violence today was the most 


serious since truckers began their pro- 
tests last week. 


Gas stations 
to take holiday

Thousands of gasoline service stations 


-in many parts of the country are plan- 
ning to close for three-day periods at 
Christmas and New Year's, a spot sur- 
vey indicated today.

Spokesmen for associations of service 


station operators in Michigan, Illinois, 
Louisiana,'Florida, Washington D.C., 
.and 
Indiana 
said 
many 
of 


their members would close from the 
Saturday night preceding each holiday 
until the following Wednesday. Christ- 
mas and New Year's fall on Tuesdays. 


"We estimate that 50 per cent of the 


, nation's service stations will be closed 
for'the three-day periods," says John 
Huemmricht executive director of the 
National Congress of Petroleum Re- 
tailers. 


Clarence VanderPutten, president of 


the Fox Cities Retail Gasoline Dealers 
Association, said that no recommenda- 
tion has been made from the focal as- 
sociation for holiday closing by service 
'stations. 


"It will be up to the individual 


operator," he said. He added that he 
has beard from some operators who do 
plan to .curtail their hours. 


He said he expected his own hours 


and the hours of many other stations 
would be dictated by the amount of 
gasoline available during that period. 
With the heavy holiday travel many 
stations could run out of gasoline before 
the end of the month. 


More than 90 per cent of the country's 


220,000 service stations have been clos- 
ing this month from 9 p.m. Saturday to 
midnight Sunday. They are doing so at 
the request of President Nixon, who is 
seeking authority to make such shut- 
downs mandatory. 


The American Automobile Association 


said it is still compiling figures on ser- 
vice stations closing for three days at 
Christmas and New Year's. But the 
number will be substantial, a spokes- 
man said. 


Independent service stations are es- 


pecially hard hit by the oil shortage and 
are particularly likely to close, said Dick 
Reynolds of the Society of Independent 
Gasoline Marketers of America. 


"Virtually 100 per cent of our 


members will be shut," he said. The 
group's 214 member companies 
represent 20,000 service stations. 


"A lot of these guys will find their 


supplies running pretty low near the end 
of the month as their allocations begirt to 


director of the Greater Washington-, 
Maryland Service Station Association. 
"They will welcome an opportunity to 
close." 


Announcements that the government 


plans to cut gasoline production will 
encourage extended holiday shutdowns, 
spokesmen said. 


"You keep threatening a man with 


execution, and he's liable to take steps 
right now to try to preserve some of his 
supplies," said'Charles Shipley of the 
Michigan Service Station Dealers As- 
sociation. 


He said stations along interstate 


highways and main arteries which are 
normally dependent on travelers' 
business are more likely to be open than 
urban service stations with neigh- 
borhood trades. 


He said a three-day closing "wpuld 


benefit many of the people the neigh- 
borhood service station nornially serves, 
since most of ymr available product is 
usually sold to strangers on holidays."

ALGIERS (AP) -Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger doubts there can be 
meaningful negotiations between Israel 
and Syria until they agree to exchange 
prisoners of war, a U.S. source said 
today. 


But the informant said Kissinger ex- 


pects the Middle East peace conference 
in Geneva to begin as scheduled Dec. 18 


after invitations are issued in the name 
of U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheitn. 


While Egypt has swapped prisoners 


with Israel, Syria has refused to do so 
until Israeli troops pull back to positions 
held Oct. 22, the date of the first U.N. 
cease-fire in the October war. 


Kissinger flew here for a lightning 


visit and talks with Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne. The secretary is 
on his way to Middle East capitals for an 
eleventh-hotir series of consultations in 
advance of the peace conference. He also 
is renewing his efforts for an end to the 
Arab oil war. 


Kissinger was met at the Algiers air- 


port by Boumedienne and Foreign

Lucey to ask for 55 m.p.h. speed 
limit at special legislative session 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The special 


legislative session which begins Monday 
will be limited to measures involving the 
energy crisis and the shared taxes con- 
troversy, Gov. Patrick J. Lucey said 
today. 


Lucey issued his formal call to the 


legislature, detailing matters to be 
considered at the session. Some law- 
makers had asked him to include other 
topics, but listed only the energy and tax 
sharing matters. 


Lucey called for enactment of a 


uniform statewide speed limit of 55 
miles per hour for the duration of the 
fuel shortage. 


The Wisconsin limit is now 65 mph in 


the daytime and 53 at night on most 


highways, and 70 and 60 on the Interstate 
system. For trucks, the limit is 55 and 45. 


Lucey's proposal held out the pos- 


sibility for lowering the proposed 55 mph 
limit even further "in extraordinary 
circumstances" or in the case of 
conflicting federal regulations. 


The emergency energy legislation 


proposed by Lucey would expire July 1, 
1975, or earl ier if the governor decides an 
emergency no longer exists. 


The legislation also calls for a 


provision under which the state Highway 
Commission could issue special permits 
suspending certain truck weight limits 
for high-priority freight, including fuel.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Technical ex- 


perts told U.S. District Judge John J.

Kissinger opened his second Mideast

Kissinger flew first to Algiers for his 


first meeting with Boumedienne. He 
was to stay three hours, then go on to 
Cairo. He will also visit Saudi Arabia, 
Syria, Jordan, Lebanon and Israel, then 
go to Geneva for the opening of the 
Arab-Israeli peace conference next 
Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger and North 
Vietnamese special adviser Le Due Tho 
will meet in Paris on Dec. 20 "to discuss 
matters of mutual interest in the present 
situation," the White House announced 
today. 


White House spokesmen would not 


elaborate on the reason for the first 
meeting between the two men in six 
months, but it seemed clear they would 
take up the problem of continued fight- 
ing in Vietnam. 


Kissinger is now en route to the Middle 


East as he continues his efforts to 
resolve the crisis there. While in London 
Wednesday, he was presented with the 
Nobel Peace Prize, which he won jointly 
with Le Due Tho for their Vietnam peace 
negotiations. 


Le Due Tho refused to accept the prize, 


contending that peace had not been 
restored in Southeast Asia. 


Kissinger and the Hanoi Politburo 


member last met in Paris on June 11-13. 


Deputy White House Press Secretary 


Gerald L. Warren, responding to ques- 
tions, said "I can't spell out at the 
moment" what was meant when the 
brief announcement referred to "mat- 
ters of mutual interest in the present 
situation." 


Warren said the two diplomats would

Audit of Nixon taxes to begin

WASHINGTON (AP) -A detachment 


from one of Congress' top professional 
staffs is beginning a months-long audit 
of President Nixon's 1969-72 income tax 
returns. 


The staff of the Joint Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation was 
promised access to all needed 
presidential documents by Nixon's chief 
tax attorney. The staff also was 
guaranteed extra manpower as needed 
by the bipartisan committee. 


The committee, agreeing Wednesday 


to Ninon's request for a review of his 
controversial tax affairs, said it would go 
beyond the two maters he specifically 
mentioned: the validity of a $571000 
deduction for a gift of papers to the 
National Archtvei and a possible capital 
gains liability reauUlng from sale of 
tome of the San Clemen* reel eetate.

MM the committee decided on a tall 
injury. He «aM It did not interpret 
Ninon's rcqwest ae limited to the two 


major items and that Nixon attorney 
Kenneth Gemmill agreed. 


Mills said the review will be thorough 


and may include public hearings. He 
would not guess how long it would 
require, but said he expects the staff to 
work through the congressional recess 
and after Congress returns, probably 
Jan. 21. 


From time to time, he said, the staff 


probably will give the committee 
interim reports and information from 
these may be made public. 


The end result, Mills said, will be "a 


factual report ... to Congress and the 
public." 


He said he plans to stick to "whether 


the President paid the taxes he should." 


Any action required by the commit- 
tee's findings will be up to the Internal 
Revenue Service and the executive 
branch generally, Mills said. The 
provision under which Nixon claimed 
the deduction for donation of 
pnpreeHkntial papers already has been 
deleted by Congress from the revenue 


A major question to be determined is 


whether Nixon's donation was legally 
accomplished by July 25, 1969, the date 
on which the repeal of the deduction 
provision became effective. 


Meanwhile, the chairman of the 


Senate Finance Committee said Nixon 
and former President Lyndon B. John- 
son told the committee they did not want 
special provisions placed in the revised 
tax law for their benefit. 


Sen. Russell B. Long said their 


opinions were sought when Congress 
was changing tax laws to eliminate 
deductions for gifts of public officials' 
papers. 


However, a source close to the House 


Ways and Means Committee said a 
White House envoy worked hard, while 
that committee was considering the 
matter, for a late effective date for the 
change. 


Mills refused to comment on this

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Paper firms ask relief 
from pulp price controls

Paper company executives, meeting 


in Appleton Wednesday about a pulp 
shortage, decided to press politically 
for the right to pay more for their 
domestically produced raw products. 


Henry Bailey, president of Fox River 


Paper Co., Applet n, and spokesman 
for the 19-company group, said present 
paper and pulp shortages are the 
result of price controls that keep major 
pulp manufacturers from raising 
prices to mills. Pulp supplies, instead, 
are sold internationally at higher 
prices than U.S. mills can pay because 
of controls. 


Fox River, and other small mills, 


depend heavily on pulp produced in the 
United States as well as on Canadian 
pulp, but for the past five months 
sharp decreases in domestic sales have 
occurred. 


Unless federal action is taken to 


alleviate the problem, it could result in 
plant slowdowns, possible lay-offs and 
eventual shortages of some paper 
products, said Bailey. Some paper 
firms already have started purchasing 
Swedish paper pulp for emergency use. 
Cotton fibers also have been used 
experimentally in some papers but cost 
is a critical factor. 


"It becomes completely uneconomic 


at some point" (to substitute)," said 
Bailey. 


Bailey noted that in November there 


was a 15 per cent decline in sales of 
domestic chemical grade paper pulps, 
for sulfite and sulfate papers, to paper 
mills in the U.S. There was a decline 
of 12 per cent in July; 15 per cent in 
August; 16 per cent in September and 
11 per cent in October. 


He declined to estimate the possible 


impact of lay-offs in the industry if 
price controls on pulp are not lifted but 
earlier said in a letter to Dr. John 
Dunlop, of the Cost of Living Council 
that, "...in a quick survey of 14 mills, 
approximately 800,000 man hours 
would be lost during the first quarter 
of 1974 if the freeze continued." 


That impact would be multiplied, he 


said, because mills such as cotton fiber 
mills employ about four times the man 
hours per ton of paper that,big in- 
tegrated mills, which produce pulp, 
require. 


In addition, said Bailey, most of the 


products of the mills go to a converter 
or printer where the man hours per ton 
of paper again are multiplied by four 


or five. 


"The only answer I can see is im- 


mediate relief on industry profitability 
ceilings and on pulp prices which must 
result in total decontrol of this industry 
within a very short time," he said. 


At present, noted Bailey after the 


meeting, pulp manufacturers cannot 
afford to make capital investments for 
expansion without charging prices in 
excess of ceiling levels and so are 
selling to foreign markets where the 
price levels do not apply. 


A ban on exports of pulp would only 


be detrimental to pulp production, he 
said. 


The executives also discussed possi- 


ble impacts of the energy crisis and 
shortages of manufacturing chemicals. 


Bailey said the paper mills in the 


north central states which include the 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota 
mills represented, are in a fortunate 
position because oil supplies only are 
8.8 per cent of the energy supply. Na- 
tural gas supplies 33.8 per cent of the 
energy, coal 40.7 per 
cent and 


purchased electricity 6.1 per cent of 


the fuel. Process wastes amounted to 
9.6 per cent of the fuel and other fuels 
were one per cent. 


He said paper mills in the Northeast 


and 
Mid-Atlantic depend on oil 


supplies for 56.1 per cent of their 
energy needs. 


Bailey said light titanium, pigments 


and some chemicals also are in short 
supply but indicated that the shortages 
are not as serious as the pulp shortage. 


"Basically, it is a pulp shortage of 


crisis proportions (that presents the 
major problem)," he said. 


He stressed that there is no need for 


consumers to stockpile paper products 
at the present time and said the toilet 
paper shortage had been "baliyhooed 
out of proportion." It occurred because 
several tissue mills were affected 
simultaneously by the pulp shortage, 
he said. 


Price increases, such as are being 


sought by the mill representatives, 
would result in some increases even- 
tually to consumers but Bailey said the 
price hikes would not be significant. 


Audit critical of health service

MADISON —The state Audit Bureau 


.ias requested that a $2,100 yellow fever 
immunization 
account 
with 
the 


University Health Service (UHS) be 
closed i since the funds are being used 
to purchase carpets, drapes, flowers 
and gifts, and not being deposited with 
the state treasurer as required. 


The 
bureau 
revealed 
that 


approximately 
$14,000 has 
been 


deposited in a checking account under 
the control of the health service 
director since 1967 and that almost 
$12,000 has been spent so far. Auditors 
said the money was also used to buy 
equipment, cover conference expendi- 
tures, recruit personnel, make chari- 
table donations and pay for employe 
meals. 


The audit pointed out that "the fact 


that university administration was ap- 
parently unaware of this fund would 
indicate a lack of attention to activities 
at the operational level.". 


Money placed into the yellow fever 


immunization fund is collected at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison as 
part of student fees. 


The audit was also critical of the 


health service, which is a full clinical 
service staffed with specialists and 


providing students outpatient care, for 
its billing techniques. Auditors found 
78 names on enrollment records that 
could not be identified as eligible 
students during a check of one month's 
• records. 


Charges for clinical services provid- 


ed by university hospitals to student 
patients are billed monthly to UHS, 
about $500,000 annually. 


The bureau recommended that the 


UHS staff be reduced by one-third 
during the summer hours to reflect the 
decrease in activity, a move it says 
will mean a biennium savings of 
$120,000.

tabor praettcet against striking workers 
has been referred to the National Labor 
Relations Board in Washington and is 
scheduled for a hearing Jan. 15 in the 
Outagamie County courthouse.

The complaint was lodged by the 


Hotel and Restaurant Employes and 
Bartenders Local 414, AFL-CIO, against 
Old Pro, Inc., doing business as the Left 
Guard. 


It alleges that the 
company's 


representatives photographed, threa- 
tened and coerced strikers. Three com- 
pany officials were named in the 
compl. int. 


The regional director of the NLRB 


forwarded the complaint, indicating 
probable reason to believe there has 
been a violation. The original complaint 
was filed Aug. 23, about a week before 
the strike started, and two amended 
complaints were subsequently filed. 


Allan J. Graskamp, union interna- 


tional organizer, said the company 
refused to bargain in good faith, saying 


it would run its business "the way they 
saw fit." He said the company hadn't 
bargained in good faith since the union 
was formed last February. 


Jerome Bomier, Neenah attorney for 


the company, said the Left Guard is 
"going to deny each and every allega- 
tion. The union, he said, is "alleging 
certain things, and the Left Guard is 
alleging they're not true." 


Graskamp said the union bargaining

which otherwise costs from $25 to $90. 


When a car is taken In for a tune up, an 


unscrupulous mechanic might fail to 
replace old parts, simply adjusting the 
carburetor so that the engine idles at a 
higher level. . 


' Second in o Series 


If not discovered, the practice can lead 


to a need for a valve job, which costs 
from $90 to $175, or an engine overhaul 
which can cost more than $400 even for 
a small car. 


But if you're willing to get your hands 


dirty, you can save money on normal 
servicing. 


With just a few tools and your owner's 


manual, you can: 


Tune your car and change your oil, oil 


filter, pollution control valve, air filter, 
tires, antifreeze, automatic transmis- 
sion fluid, brake fluid, radiator and 
heating hoses, battery clamps, battery, 
headlamps, fan belts, fuses and 
windshield wipers. 


A tune up consists of replacing the* 


spark plugs and spark plug wires, points 
and condenser. The cost of the needed 
parts range from about $8 for an 
economy car to $12 for an eight-cylinder 
car. 


To do the job, you need a test kit 


available at department stores that 


includes a timing light, compression 
tester, remote control starter, vacuum 
pressure gauge and instructions. 


Another good tool to have is a pair of 


vice grip pliers, which cost about $2.90. 


If you have a,196B or earlier model car,.. 


the following instructions are all that are 
needed to tune most American cars, 
according to Andrew Van Sickle, a 
Madison mechanic who has taught 
courses on fundamental auto repair to 
women. 


To tune your car, remove the dis- 


tributor cap, leaving the spark- plug 
wirds attached. Remove the old points 
and condenser and replace them with 
new points, set your points using a set of 
gauges that cost about $1, and lubricate 
the cam that operates the points. 


Next, replace the distributor cap. 
Then remove the first spark plug wire 


from the distributor cap and spark plug 


and remove the spark plug with the 
spark plug wrench. 


To gap your new plugs, take a spark 


plug gauge, that sells for about 30 cents, 
and force the bottom part of the plug to 
the required setting. * 


Put in the new plug and attach a new 


wire that matches the old one. Repeat 
the process until aU spark plugs and 
wire have been replaced. 


1 Don't remove all the spark plugs and 
wires at the same time because they 
have to be put back in the same order. 


The tune up is the hardest thing you 


probably have to do and it can be done in 
15 minutes to a half hour. 


Van Sickle said the tune up process is

MADISON — Franchising of sales 


and service business outlets in Wis- 
consin by national organizations con- 
tinues, but with a tone of caution that 
indicates an awareness that this state 
has enacted one of the first strict laws 
in the country to protect potential 
investors in such franchises.

• If so,, you've discovered that the vital 
key to the HMO is the emphasis on 
prevention of illness, instead of on

must choose from among the HMO's 
own group of physicians and specialists 
instead of staying with your regular 
physician, who may not have joined the 
organization. You may resent having to 
travel to a relatively distant clinic to get 
care -and you even may find joining the 
HMO hasn't saved you a penny. 


To solve these and other shortcom- 


ings, a new concept -the "HMP" or 
Health Maintenance Plan-is being 
pioneered in Wisconsin. How does an 
HMP differ from an HMO? What might 
the differences mean to you-fihouid an 
organization to which you belong be 
offered membership in an HMP in the 
months ahead?. 


(1) An HMO usually consists of a 


group of physicians based in a clinic or 
other health facility, and in most HMO's 
you must choose, your doctor from this 
pool. An HMP permits you to remain 
with whatever physician you now have 
so long as he is affiliated with the plan. 


In the Wisconsin HMP, 95 per cent of 


practicing physicians in the 15-county 
area where the HMP operates are par- 
ticipating. Your own physician is the

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WASHINGTON (AP) -The brand-new 


Federal Energy Office wanu gasoline 
production cut by five per cent, a move 
that would leave the nation 35 per cent 
leu gasoline than it needs early next 
year. But it fumbled badly Wednesday In 
an effort to announce the program. 


Under the program announced, the 


average motorist may find himself even 
more than 25 per cent short of his usual 
needs, since priority users would take 
their deliveries before the remaining 
gasoline filters down to local service 
stations. 


But in explaining the latest govern- 


ment move to counter the nation's 
energy crisis, the agency charged with 
overseeing energy matters kept falling 
over itself. 


At first the new office gave the public 


the right impression of the shortage by 
issuing the wrong figures; 10 hours later 
it revealed the right figures, but created 
the wrong impression. 


Finally, more than 12 hours later, 


energy officials managed to make both 
the production cutback and the extent of 
the expected shortage clear.. 


The gasoline cutback was only one 


major aspect of a wide-ranging proposal 
to control petroleum distribution from 
refineries down to gasoline service stat- 
ions and, for fuel oils, all the way down 
to final consumers in a form of rationing 
without coupons. 


Only gasoline would remain without a 


consumer rationing system, pending a 
final decision by the end of this month. 
But even gasoline would be allocated on 
a priority basis to important users who 
purchase readily-controlled bulk orders. 


Although the allocation regulations 


are to take effect Dec. 27, following 
review of public comment, it appeared 
likely some changes would be made 
before they become final. 


The energy office, rushing to issue its 


proposal on Wednesday, its legal 
deadline, threw the whole question of 
gasoline supplies into utter confusion by 
handing out a badly mixed-up version of 


its 134-page regulation.

Dlvertlculotla merely means the 


presence of f"»*n pouches In ths Intes* 
tinal wall. These often cause no trouble 
at all. (See my booklet. "Don't Let 
Diverttculosis Throw You." Send 25 
cents and a tone, stamped, self 
addressed envelope for a copy.) 


Diverttculitis (note the last four let- 
ten) means ths pouches have become 
irritated and Inflamed. 


There was a time, some years ago, 


when it was taken for granted that a 
bland, tow-residue diet was the correct 
thing for either condition. Experience 
has shown that this was not the right 
answer. A normal amount of bulk (see 
my booklet) Is preferable with diver- 
Uculosis, as well as being necessary for 
good cumulation. 


Foods with seeds, as well as a few 


other hard, irritating items, still should 
be avoided, but for most patients, fruits 
and vegetables, which of course supply 
bulk, are perfectly all right. 


Hence I see no reason to avoid corn 


bread, wheat germ, lettuce or tomatoes. 


There is. however, this one exception: 


In an acute spell of diverticulitis, you 
may have to resort to a 
low-residue 


diet temporarily until the inflammation 
has subsided. But that is not the same 
as saying you must follow the same diet 
after the acute phase has passed. 


As to your spinach every day -it 


provides bulk, but I don't see why you 
need it every day. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Ever since we've 


been married (11 years), I have left the 
butter out —even in warm weather —so 
it would be spreadable for sandwiches, 
toast, etc. As far as we know, we have 
never had an illness from this. 


My mother-in-law feels this is 


dangerous due to the chance of the 
butter going rancid. Do you feel it is 
necessary to keep butter refrigerated? 
-Mrs. B.J.K. 


Leave butter out long enough and it 


will become rancid, but that is a matter 
of flavor, not health. Evidently you use 
the butter fast enough so it does not turn 
rancid. Lots of people leave the butter 
out for the same reason you do, with no 
danger. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 72 and have 


several things wrong, such as heart 
trouble, diabetes and high blood pres- 
sure. My left arm and side of my face 
and ear have a burning feeling all the 
time. What causes this? Is there such a 
thing as diabetes neuritis? —B.H. 


That's a question I can't*answer 


because so many things can cause that 
kind of trouble. Yes, there certainly is 
such a thing as diabetic neuritis, but 
you'll have to let your doctor decide, 
whether that is your trouble.

Budget reform bill sign 
of progressive Congress 


WASHINGTON -House passage of a 


bill giving Congress more control over 
the national budget was a "monumental 
step toward making this one of the most 
progressive and assertive Congresses in 
years," according to Sixth District 
Congressman William A. Steiger. 


"Passage of the budget reform bill, 


by a vote of 386 to 23, exemplifies the 
93rd Congress' determination to regin 
the legislative branch's constitutionally 
mandated responsibilities," Steiger 
said in his latest "Washington Report." 


Steiger explained that since 1921, 


nearly all budgetary planning for the 
federal government has been handled 
by the Office of Management and Bud- 
get of the executive branch. "All 
Congress has done is act on OMB's 
recommendations, which are presented 
annually as the President's budget." 


The new bill, however, would es- 


tablish for the first time budget com- 
mittees in both the House and Senate. 
The committees, Steiger explained, 
would set spending and appropriations 
ceilings for federal programs. 


Budgetary deadlines would also be 


altered if the bill wins final approval. 
House and Senate appropriations com- 
mittees ould act on various money 
bills, with a Sept. 15 deadline for 
completion of all work. April 1 would be 
the date for Congress to complete action 
on authorizations, and Aug. 1 would be 
the completion date for appropriations. 
The beginning of the fiscal year would 
be shifted from July 1 to October, 
Steiger said. "The reason for setting 
these firm dates is to eliminate the 
chaos that is so much a part of the 
current budgetary process."

set for snow? 


With the arrival of the first sig- 


nificant snowfalls of the winter season, 
Appleton Police Chief Earl Wolff has 
issued a list of emergency items that 
drivers should carry in their cars. 
, Included in the list: 


First aid kit —one of the commer- 


cially available auto first aid kits will 
prove useful in treating minor cuts and 
bruises of any origin. 


Flares or reflectors — at least four 


long-burning, 20-minute flares should 
be carried. If you should break down or 
be involved in an accident, mark both 
front and rear of your car with flares or 
reflectors. Flares should not be used 
when spilled gasoline or oil is present. 


Tire chains —both the National Safety 


Council and the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police recommend 
carrying reinforced tire chains for use 
in severe weather. Tire chains provide 
from four to seven times the traction of 
conventional tires in heavy snow and 
glare ice. 


Battery cables —are an essential item 


in case your battery should fail or you 
inadvertently leave your lights on. Ca- 
bles should be of heavy gauge. They 
should be long enough to connect to 
your battery and reach at least four feet 
beyond the outside edge of your fender. 


Other items — carry a flashlight or 


battery lantern with fresh batteries, a 
pair of gloves and a small rug or piece 
of coarse matting in case you have to 
change a tire or do other work on your 
car. The matting can also be used as a 
quick traction aid beneath the drive 
wheels. Be sure a tow chain, sand or 
rock salt and a shovel also are included.

years in mental institutions, the Mad 
Bomber of a generation ago stands on 
the threshold of freedom. 


The last criminal charges remaining 


against George Metesky for the planting 
of homemade bombs in such public 
places as the Radio City Music Hall were, 
dismissed Wednesday in a Manhattan 
court. 


Full freedom will be his upon his for- 


mal discharge from a state hospital in 
Queens, expected in a matter of days. He 
already has been certified as having 
regained his sanity. 


When Metesky, now 70, was sent to a 


state hospital on April 19, 1957, it was 
ostensibly to die. Doctors said his days 
were numbered by an advanced case of 
tuberculosis. Now he says he is cured 
and his health is "better than it's been in 
nearly 40 years." 


"Mr. Metesky, 16 years ago you 


caused a great deal of turmoil in this 
city," Judge Joseph Martinis said 
Wednesday as he dismissed all remain- 
ing charges. "I remember distinctly a 
lot of sleepless nights because of these 
incidents. I expect there will be no 
repetition." 


The grandfatherly-looking man who 


terrorized the nation's largest city over 
a 17-year period nodded assent. Metesky 
said he plans to return to the Waterbury, 
Conn., home of an elder sister where he 
was living when he was arrested Jan. 21, 
1957. 


Metesky became eligible for freedom 


with the completion of 16 years and eight 


U.N. cools confrontation at bridge

Israeli troops today closed the Alleriby 


Bridge across the Jordan River to 
prevent the return of eight Arabs ex- 
pelled from their homes on the occupied 
west bank. 


But the four-hour confrontation ended 


after the International Red Cross 
stepped in and promised the deportees 
that officials on both sides of the 
confrontation line would take up their 
cases. 


Three of the Arabs succeeded in 


crossing the bridge before border 
guards and military police padlocked 
the gate in the steel fence on the Israeli 
side. The Israelis quickly threw up 
barbed wire in front of the three men and 
trapped them with the gate at their 
backs. 


The other five Arabs on the Jordanian 


side carried placards saying: "Our 
deportation was illegal" and "We want 
to see our children." 


They read an appeal to "all govern- 


ments, international organizations, 
humanitarian and democratic institut- 
ions ... to end the expulsion of our 


people." Then they tried again to cross 
the bridge and scuffled with Israeli sol- 
diers who stopped them. 


The Arabs include a former mayor, 


three schoolteachers, a dentist, a sheik 
and two workers. They were expelled 
after an outbreak of terrorist activity on 
the west bank following the October war. 


In Tel Aviv, the Israeli military com- 


mand reported an Israeli soldier was 
killed Wednesday in an exchange of fire 
on the west bank of the Suez Canal 
southwest of Ismailia. It was the first 
Israeli fatality reported on the Egyptian 
front since Dec. 4. 


The Cairo press said President Anwar 


Sadat planned to talk with Henry A. 
Kissinger as soon as the American 
secretary of state arrived in the Egyp- 
tian capital tonight for a 24-hour stay. 
The newspapers said Sadat would dis- 
cuss Israel's rejection of Egypt's troop 
withdrawal demands in negotiations to 
implement the cease-fire agreement 
worked out by Kissinger and agreed to 
by Israel and Egypt on Nov. 11. 


"We cannot claim that the peace 


mission undertaken by Kissinger during 
his first visit to the area after the Oct. 6 
war has achieved satisfactory results," 
wrote the semiofficial Al Ahram. "Israel 
was the party which most benefited from 
the way of implementing the six-point 
agreement worked out by Kissinger." 
Egypt announced a major shakeup in its 
military command. Cairo said the 
changes were to prepare for war that 
could come "at any moment."

"I never intended to hurt anyone," 


Metesky said years later. "I was only 
trying to attract attention to my own 
plight. I'm genuinely sorry and repen- 
tant for my acts. I would never do 
anything like that again ... I was always 
hoping and praying no one would get 
hurt." 


Besides the Music Hall, Metesky's 


targets included the utility where he had 
worked, the old Paramount and Capitol 
theaters in Times Square, the New York 
Public Library, Grand Central terminal 
and the Port Authority bus terminal. 


Eventually, Metesky was traced to and 


captured at the Waterbury home of his 
sister. Adjudged insane, he was com- 
mitted to a state hospital without ever 
standing trial.

Discourage foul language 


Foul language has become more and 


more common these days, particularly 
among college students. Male and 
female students —no matter what their 
background —seem to feel that cursing 
demonstrates independence. Younger 
kids have gotten into the act, too. 


Unfortunately, many adults have 


overreacted. People seem to have for- 
gotten their own youthful infatuation 
with "forbidden words." The only 
difference now is that kids voice 
publicly what we used to whisper behind 
the coal bin. But it's ridiculous when 
adults, who abuse baseball umpires in 
terms that make first sergeants blush, 
are outraged because the kids follow 
their example. 


It's not the meaning of words that 


makes them objectionable, but it's their 
use with hostile and aggressive intent. 
But neither the words nor the hostility 
were invented by kids. Adults, TV and 
movie producers, 
politicians and 


parents often promote or tolerate a 
climate of verbal violence that sets 
examples that children follow. 


Kids need to learn and know the 


meaning of all words. Your child's use 
of offensive language may merely be an 
attempt to show you how "grown-up" he 
is, or to attract your attention. Instead of 
laughing it off, or rising to the bait with 
indignation, you should discuss the 
meaning of the words he uses and their 
Sheinwold on bridge 


possible effects on others. Point out to 
him that even a word like "baby" can 
provoke a 10-year-old to react with 
violence. Discourage the use of phrases 
like "drop dead" and "shut up" in your 
child's conversations with his friends. 
These phrases get kids accustomed to 
habitual expressions of casual hostility. 


In addition to being obnoxious, it's 


pathetic when children are limited to 
expressing themselves with only a small 
number of meaningless 
adjectives. 


Rather than punishing your child for 
using "bad words," give him "Roget's 
Thesaurus." This book is available in 
paperback form at every store. It lists 
all possible words with the same or 
similar meaning. Let your child look up 
and count the number of words that 
mean "big" or "little." This will help 
him appreciate the richness and variety 
of our language. You can make a dinner 
table or car game out of guessing and 
finding words that mean the same thing. 
In this manner, instead of using words 
as weapons, your child will learn to play 
with them.

dummy. East finesses with the eight, 
and you win with the queen.

Let's try another way. You play low 


from the dummy at the first trick, and 
East finesses with the eight.

Now you make your contract. West 


has the ace of diamonds but cannot lead 
another spade. 


Don't congratulate yourself. You 


would lose the hand if East had the ace 
of diamonds. You have merely guessed 
right. 


CORRECT PLAY 


Just put up the king of spades from 


dummy at the first trick, and you don't 
care which opponent has the ace of 
diamonds. 


If East wins the first trick with the ace 


of spades, he cannot afford to lead 
another spade. (You would allow a small 
spade to ride to dummy's ten.) This 
gives you time to knock out the ace of 
diamonds, no matter where it may be. If 


East refuses the first trick, you still 
have the suit stopped. Either way, you 
are safe. 


DAILY QUESTION 


As dealer, you hold: S- Q 6 2 H- Q J 6 


D-10 9 5 4 2 C- A K. What do you say? 


ANSWER: Pass. You have only 12 


points in high cards, only mediocre 
distribution and only a weak suit.

"I felt a little rusty, I'll admit. My 


biggest problem is just footwork. It's 
not as good as it should be," said 
Staroba, whose 23-yard reception from 
quarterback Jim Del Gaizo set up the 
Packers' tone touchdown in a 31-7 loss 
to the Purple Gang. "I'm not getting 
into my cuts as fast as I should, "I 
have to strengthen my legs. Right now, 
I'm maneuvering more than anything 


with getting the ball downfield than 
anything else because I was expecting 
a full rush from the Vikings. But they 
didn't give me much pressure all af- 
ternoon."

The Packer opportunity had not 


come a day too soon, he admitted. 


"I was building up a lot of frustra-

"It 
had been 11 weeks since I'd been cut 
by the Redskins when the Packers 
called." 


Such disappointments have not been 


uncommon for Staroba, originally a 
third round draft 
choice of the 


Cleveland Browns in 1971. Taxied as a 
rookie, he was promoted to active sta- 
tus in '72, then traded to Washington 
following the season 


"I believe I'll be a starting receiver 


for a team m this league some day 
preferably next year," says the 6- 
foot-3, 204-pound Flint native, who was 
an all-Big Ten selection in 1970, when 
he was Michigan's leading receiver 
with 35 catches for 519 yards. 


"That's always a football player's 


dream-to be a starter. When I come 
back to Green Bay next year, I'll be 
stiooting for a starting position.

F. Sisk, D-Calif., and Joseph Danzansky, 
a Washington market chain owner who 
heads the group that is buying the 
Padres. 


The suit, like others filed during 


baseball's many franchise shifts of the 
past two decades, said the defendants 
have used a monopoly position to res- 
train the city "from entering into and 
participating in its lawful business of 
operating its stadium." 


The words referred to the 15 years 


remaining on the Padres' lease of city- 
owned San Diego Stadium. National 
League owners voted last week to 
approve C. Arnholt Smith's sale of the 
team to Danzansky's group, spurning an 
offer by another group to keep the 
Padres here.

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Cambodia's muddled future 


In case no one was watching —in the United States anyway 


— the Lon Nol government in Cambodia was very nearly 
replaced in the United Nations last week. 


China, working through Algeria and Yugoslavia, had 


proposed that the Lon Nol regime, so obviously chaotic, be 
replaced by that of former head of state Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk who wasn't exactly the epitome of efficiency and 
order either. Sihanouk has been out of power since he took a 
trip out of the country and was deposed. * 


With the American firepower largely gone from In- 


dochina, there was not too much leverage to keep Lon Nol in 
control. However, according to Laura Summers in Current 
History, "in 1973, the appropriate question became: what is 
being done to Cambodia, by whom, for what reasons and 
with what consequences?" In the U.N. it boiled down to 
some international loyalties, real pity upon the hapless Lon 
Nol and some pretty good timing. 


Those who backed the continuance of the Lon Nol regime 


or at least no U.N. move to depose him, argued reasonably 
that Cambodians should have the opportunity to work out 
their own future by themselves. This point of view was 
influential in winning over some African and Latin 
American countries to a hands-off approach at this time. 
Thailand favored it as well and Thailand, it could be 
rationally pointed out, was a neighbor of Cambodia and 
might know what was going on. 


But the vote to give Cambodia another year in which to 


work things out was hardly a landslide —there were 53 votes 
in favor and 50 votes opposed and obviously quite a few 
delegates off somewhere else. 


Cambodia was supposed to be the model for the Nixon 


Doctrine in Asia. Summers calls it instead a "human and 
national sacrifice to a presidential prescription for 
prolonged Indochina adventures." Or maybe Cambodia 
became virtually a non-nation because of a presidential try 
at saving face for himself and the previous administration 
in Washington. 


If there really is no continued massive support of one 


regime or another in Phnom Pehn, maybe the Cambodian 
people can work things out. Sihanouk was a flamboyant but 
not a great leader but he did appear to have the support of 
a great many fellow Cambodians. After all, that should be 
the determining factor. 


Investor protection 


The Wisconsin record of progressive legislation is long 


and impressive. Sometimes those familiar with the political 
^performance of this state tend to assume that the 
"progressive" era ended after the pioneering achievements 
of the state government in the early days of the century^ 
under the propulsion of the powerful populist movement of 
the time. Sometimes, moreover, the advances in state 
legislation in later periods have tended to be blurred, with 
respect to acknowledgement of their worth and impact, 
because of the enormously enlarged role of government at 
all levels in the lives of contemporary citizens. 


The recently published report of the state Department of 


Securities illustrates. It relates the experiences of the 
agency in the administration of new protective laws adopted 
by the legislature in the last few years for the benefit of 
• average investors, as well as smaller corporations. 


For the last two years there has been in effect an innova- 


tive Wisconsin law requiring public registration of the 
franchising organizations that have become so conspicuous 
and important in the merchandising and service economy in 
the last few decades. The results are encouraging. 
Franchise offers that are of dubious worth, or clearly 
deceptive, have been deterred. Refunds in substantial sums 
have been secured for unwary buyers. Because it is evident 
that this form of economic organization will continue to 
grow, the legislature is entitled to credit for insight and 
foresight here. 


Potentially of equal importance is a-new state program to 


regulate corporate take-over attempts and offers within 
Wisconsin. It is now unlawful for any person to make such a 
take-over offer involving a target company, or to acquire 
any securities of such a company through such an offer, 
without notification to the state securities department, 
unless it is granted an exemption from the registration rule. 
The law requires the filing of ownership information with 
the state by any person who makes rapid and substantial 
acquisitions of any target corporation's equity securities. 


Thus is provided disclosure to investors of any significant 


accumulations of such "target" corporate securities, and to 
protect them from sudden and swift capture of control of 
companies in which they own stock. 


The candor and detail of the securities department's 


recent accounting of its performance in this and other 
jurisdictions as defined by the legislature indicate that 
newly installed Commissioner Jeffery Bartell is serving 
with a vigilance and energy consistent with a proud Wis- 
consin tradition. 


New probe info UFO's 


There have been scientific efforts to probe into the whys 


and wherefores and ifs of unidentified flying objects. The 
Air Force authorized a study in Colorado that came up with 
the Condon Report, largely debunking the whole business. 
It's supposed to be a matter of fraud, hoax or the madness 
of crowds. 


But the UFOs just won't cooperate. 
Dr. Allen Hynek has established the Center for UFO 


Studies which he says will be the first serious, systematic, 
scientific investigation of the phenomenon. Dr. Hynek, 
chairman of Northwestern University's Astronomy Depart- 
ment and director of the Lindheimer Astronomical 
Research Center, is no newcomer to UFOs. For 22 years he 
was astronomical consultant for the Air Force Blue Book 
project, dealing with UFOs. He charges that previous 
studies have put scientific blinders on researchers and that 
the attitude was to pooh-pooh anything that didn't fit a 
preconceived pattern. There was "a cavalier disregard of 
phenomenon that anyone wished would go away.1* 


This past fall, Dr. Hynek reports there were more than 


1,000 sightings. Recently there have been claims by a 
project supervisor on a Minuteman missile program that 
UFOs have penetrated restricted air space above the missile 
sites and jammed electronic equipment. The Air Force 
consistently denies any such thing. 


Anyway the new Center will have its unlisted telephone 


number at police headquarters all over the country so that 
sightings of a currently important nature can be phoned in. 
"We're not interested in distant lights in the sky," said Dr. 
Hyntk. . . ."But if it's something that's landed in the 
backyard and melted the chicken coop, that's something 
else."

Name Varda stands for trucking trade 


MADISON -Professional lobbyists as • group 
an not especially anxious to invite publicity, 
but some of them aenerate it in extraordinary 


The best example in Madison currently, to his 


own almost certain regret, is John P. Varda, the 
man who led in transforming the Wisconsin 
Motor Carriers Association from one of the least 
noticed or heard lobbies in Madison to one that 
is today by a long measure the most heavily 
publicized. 
The other day Stanley York. Gov. Patrick 
Lucey's emergency coordinator in the state 
administration on problems relating to the 
problems of fuel supply and distribution, 
casually mentioned "John Varda's trucks." He 
obviously assumed that everybody would know 
exactly to whom he referred. 


He didn't feel it necessary to explain that 
Varda is the general manager of the state 
commercial freight truckers association. Var- 
da's major legislative objective today, as for 
most of the last decade, is to change the law to 
permit the use on some of the major Wisconsin 
highways of the more capacious vehicles that 
are permitted in every other state bordering 
Wisconsin and many others elsewhere. 


More efficient truck 


Varda is now trying to relate his cause to the 
objective of fuel conservation. A larger truck 
will be a more efficient truck. 


The efficiency consideration has brought 
allies to the truckers* canuBtign, not the least of 
whom are the major manufacturers of the state 
who ship product* to a national market and 
import materials from acroa* state lines. The 
efficiency consideration a* if relates to diesel 
fuel consumption, as Varda quickly realized, 
might bruig him some support in these days of 
<i«V concern etout fuellahorttge*. 
York was able to convey the whole idea, 
however, with a single reference to "John 
Varda's trucks," which is an oblique tes- 
timonial to his prominence in Wisconsin affairs, 
whatever it was intended to do for or against 
Van's cause. 


Like those of many other prominent men in 
this state, the Varda career has taken turns that 
he probably never conceived when he was 
growing up in Hurley 40 years ago, son of the 
proprietor of a tavern in a community that has 
always had a more competitive tavern trade 
than any other in the state. 


Heading for college and law school, Varda 


like most aspiring young men reflected hi* 
environment when he became involved in local 
politics. Iron County was predominantly 
Progressive, as one of the lesser bulwarks of the 
LaFollette party. Graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Law School, Varda returned to 
neighboring Eagle River to start a law practice, 
won a seat in the legislature, and then dropped 
politics and his profession for service in World 
War II. 


His wife replaced him in the legislature but 


soon enlisted in the armed force* alto. After the 
war, Varda was involved in a variety of •*» 
terprises that were apparently (•warding 
financially. He briefly toyed with the MM of 
running for a seat in Congress hi Milwaukee, 
where his wife was widely known as the 
daughter of one of the city's prominent butlMtt 


taSSad, be came to Madison when he was 


offered the job of managing the then compara- 
tively weak and faltering truck association. By 
all normal measures, his life and career have 
been successful and rewarding. Margaret Var- 
da is also a graduate lawyer, one of their sons 
has earned a law degree, and three others an 
studying law or preparing to do so. 


One of the friendly jibes from friends is the 


forecast that the Varda family will one day form 
a partnership that will display the longest 
"shingle" since the days of the celebrated 
lawyer family of Martins in Green Bay in an 
earlier generation. 


Like most of the adherents of the Progressive 
party of 30 years ago, John Varda has modified 
the political philosophy of his youth. Mn. Varda 
is an active Republican. The Varda son* an 
among the corps of energetic younger people 
who have taken over virtual control of the Dane 
County Republican party. But so intense has 
been the quarrel about trucking laws that the 
name is now inextricably associated with 
trucks.

Joseph Kraft 
Kissinger switches 
signals in Europe 


'BRUSSELS-Henry Kissinger is eas- 


ing off his charter membership in the 
de Gaulle club. He is reverting to the 
more traditional American support for 
a European community within an 
Atlantic partnership. 
• That is the major development to 
emerge here at the NATO ministers' 
meeting from Dr. Kissinger's first visit 
to Europe as Secretary of State. 
Although Dr. Kissinger's change of 
emphasis has provoked the Gaullist 
remnant, it actually marks a hopeful 
step away from the one-man aerobatics 
of the past four years and towards a 
more stable American foreign policy. 


To understand the switch Dr. Kis- 


singer is now beginning, it is necessary 
to underline the difference between two 
rival conceptions of Europe's role in the 
world. The*community approach, which 
was made explicit in the Marshall Plan 
and subsequently backed by most 
American 
leaders, stresses 
the 


development of joint European institu- 
tions and policies as part of an evolution 
towards a unified Western Europe. 


In time Europe would cease to be a 


collection of American client states. It 
would become strong and rich enough to 
act as a give-and-take partner with the 
United States in forming foreign and 
economic policy. 


European personality 


The Gaullist approach emphasized a 
Europe of nation states—"PEurope des 
parties," as the general himself once 
put it. Such a Europe would be 
dominated by the traditional continen- 
tal powers-fiotably France. They would 
assert a European personality by 
balancing between the United States 
and the Communist world. 


Dr. Kissinger was drawn to the 
Gaullist view in many different ways. 
As a European himself, he has a special 
feeling for the old, national tradition of 
the continent. He is a lover of great men 
and great powers. 


He met and admired Gen. de Gaulle 
personally. On coming to office, Dr. 
Kissinger found that Gen. de Gaulle was 
a pipeline to the other side in the Viet- 
nam war. Lastly, Dr. Kissinger and 
President Nixon tended to appropriate 
for themselves the Gaullist style in 
diplomacy with its secrecy, its sudden 
shifts and its use of state visits of 
theatrical display. 


In part because Dr. Kissinger co-opt- 


ed so many of its features, Gaullism 
waned in Europe. The United States 
replaced France as the interesting 
partner for the Chinese and then the 
Russians. The general died, leaving a 
successor without the flair to carry on 
the old act. Now President Georges 
Pompidou is himself sick, and a war of 
succession is shaping up in France. 


In these conditions, Dr. Kissinger has 


begun to move in several ways toward 
the ideal of European community and 
Atlantic partnership. Most important, 
there is what he has done in the energy 
field. 


Offered Dutch help 


On his arrival here, Dr. Kissinger 
offered to provide help for the one 
European country totally cut off from 
oil by the Anb boycott-Holland. The 
Dutch indicated they would delay acting 
on the offer pending development of a 
Europe-wide policy on energy. Dr. Kis- 
singer said he was delighted. Thus, in 
effect, he was backing those Europeans 
(notably the Germans, the Dutch and

develop a common energy policy, 
against the British and French who 
would like to exploit what they think is 
their special standing with the Arabs. 


A second sign of the European con- 


version comes in promotions. Dr. Kis- 
singer has just jumped to high office in 
the State Department two young career 
diplomats known for their fidelity to the 
partnership principle-Arthur Hartman, 
who becomes Assistant Secretary for 
Europe, and Thomas Eriders, who 
becomes Assistant Secretary for 
Economic Affairs. 


Then there are the noises Dr. Kis- 
singer has been, making here in Brus- 
sels about the European community or 
Common Market. In his arrival 
statement he referred gracefully to 
Brussels as "the heart of European 
unity." In his formal speech to the 
NATO council he expressed renewed 
American support for a European entity 
and an Atlantic partnership. 


No doubt, Dr. Kissinger is a long way 


from being a converted European. He 
still seems to have taste for acrobatics 
and the making of great diplomatic 
music. He will naturally be upbraided 
by the few remaining Gaullist 
loyalists-as he was'by French Foreign 
Minster Michel Jobert at the NATO 
meeting here. 'But he is moving in the 
right direction-in the direction of a 
stable Atlantic partnership.

A state police spokesman, Lonnie 


Bowers, said the driver, Ivan Z. Zim- 
merman, 82, of New Holland.Pa., was 
uninjured. His engine, however, was put 
out of commission. 
"It's definitely connected with the 


truck stoppage," Bowers said. "We've 
had a rash of incidences all over Lan- 
caster and Cheshire counties. There 
have been hoses cut on trucks. In one 
case, they dumped 1,000 gallons of hot 
tar on a truck stop parking lot. Drivers 
have been harassed when they stop to 
eat." 


The Ohio Highway Patrol's post at 


Canf ield reported seven separate shoot- 
ing incidents involving truckers on In- 
terstate 79. The patrol said shotgun 
pellets were found inbedded in the sides 
of some of the trucks. 


Troopers also said they were probing 


two reports of truckers being shot at 
along Interstate 75 between Cincinnati 
and Dayton. 


Meanwhile state police, toll takers and 


truck stop operators reported seeing 
fewer trucks than normal on major 
highways, mostly in the East 
and midwest.But' the stoppages were 
scattered and it was too early to tell how 
many drivers would join in the wildcat 
action. The two-day shutdown was called 
for by dissident nonunion drivers who 
say fuel prices and lowered speed limits 
are eating up their paychecks. 


Union drivers did not seem to be 


joining in the stoppage with the 
independents most of whom own the 
trucks they drive. 


The violence today was the most

their members would close from the 
Saturday night preceding each holiday 
until the following Wednesday. Christ- 
mas and New Year's fall on Tuesdays. 


"We estimate that 50 per cent of the 


nation's service stations will be closed 
for the three-day periods," says John 
Huemmrich, executive director of the 
National Congress of Petroleum Re- 
tailers. - 


Clarence VanderPutten, president of 


the Fox Cities Retail Gasoline Dealers 
Association, said that no recommenda- 
tion has been made from the local asr 
jsociation for holiday closing by service 
stations. 


"It will be up to the individual 
operator," he said. He added that he 
has heard from some operators who do 
plan to curtail their hours. 


He said he expected his own hours 


and the hours of many other stations 
would be dictated by the amount of 
gasoline available during that period. 
With the heavy holiday travel many 
stations could run out of gasoline before 
the end of the month. 


More than 80 per cent of the country's 


220,000 service stations have been clos- 
ing this month from 9 p.m. Saturday to 
midnight Sunday. They are doing so at 
the request of President Nixon, who is 
seeking authority to make such shut- 
downs mandatory. 


The American Automobile Association 


said it is still compiling figures on ser- 
vice stations closing for three days at 
Christmas and New Year's. But the 
number will be substantial, a spokes- 
man said. 


Independent service stations are es- 


pecially hard hit by the oil shortage and 
are particularly likely to close, said Dick 
Reynolds of the Society of Independent 
Gasoline Marketers of America. 


"Virtually 100 per cent of our 


members will be shut," he said. The 
group's 214 member companies 
represent 20,000 service stations. 


"A lot of these guys will find their 


supplies running pretty low near the end 
of the month as their allocations begin to 
run out," said Vic Rasheed, executive 
director of the Greater Washington- 
Maryland Service Station Association. 
"They will welcome an opportunity 4o 
close." 


Announcements that the government 


plans to cut gasoline production will 
encourage extended holiday shutdowns, 
spokesmen said.

WASHINGTON (AP) -A detachment 


from one of Congress' top professional 
staffs is beginning a months-long audit 
of President Nixon's 1969-72 income tax 
returns. 


The staff of the Joint Committee on 


Internal Revenue Taxation was 
promised access to all needed 
presidential documents by Nixon's chief 
tax attorney. The staff also was 
guaranteed extra manpower as needed 
by the bipartisan committee. 


The committee, agreeing Wednesday 


to Nixon's request for a review of his 
controversial tax affairs, said it would go 
beyond the two matters he specifically 
mentioned: the validity of a IS7C.OOO 
deduction for a gift of papers to the 
National Archives and a possible capital 
gains liability resulting from sale of 
some of the San Ctemente real estate. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, DArk., 


said the committee decided on a full 
inquiry. He said it did not interpret 
Nixon's request as limited to tn* two 


major items and that Nixon attorney 
Kenneth Gemmill agreed. 


Mills said the review will be thorough 


and may include public hearings. He 
would not guess how long it would 
require, but said he expects the staff to 
work through the congressional recess 
and after Congress returns, probably 
Jan. 21. 


From time to time, he said, the staff 


probably will give the committee 
interim reports and information from 
these may be made public. 


The end result, Mills said, will be "a 


factual report ... to Congress and the 
public." 


He said he plans to stick to "whether 


the President paid the taxes he should." 


Any action required by the commit- 


tee's findings will be up to the Internal 
Revenue Service and the executive 
branch generally, Mills said. The 
provision under which Nixon claimed 
the deduction for donation of 
prepmidential papers already has been 
deleted by Congress from the revenue 
code.

Simon announces he'll 
order lighting cutback 


; 
WASHINGTON (AP) -The govern- 


ment's energy czar, William E. Simon, 
announced today he will order reduced 
lighting in commercial and industrial 
buildings as soon as Congress gives him 
the authority to do so. 


Simon also placed petroleum exports 


under a licensing system and told all 
federal agencies to get rid of their big 
limousines by Jan. 1. 


The new fuel conservation measures 


were announced just one day after 
Simon's new Federal Energy Office 
proposed regulations to reduce U. S. 
gasoline production 5 per cent below 1972 
levels, a move that would increase the 
actual anticipated gasoline shortage to 
about 25 per cent early next year. 
: 


The energy office fumbled badly in 


issuing that proposal, at first reporting* 
it as a cutback seemingly five times as 
big as really intended. 


Simon held a White House news 


conference this morning to announce a 
whole series of additional actions and 
proposals to cope with expected fuel 
shortages. 
; He proposed that all commercial and 
industrial buildings, including stores, 
factories and offices, be required to 
reduce their lighting to specific light 
levels considered "minimum but effec- 
tive and safe." 


The proposed reductions would cut 


lighting to roughly one-third to one-sixth 
of customary levels, he said. 


Simon said the action, to be made 


mandatory once pending emergency 
legislation becomes law, would save 
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some 800,000 barrels of oil daily. 


Simon also proposed that major 


highway and freeway lighting be turned 
off, except at interchanges and ramps 
where the lighting would be cut in half! 


If imposed after public comment, this 


action could save the energy equivalent 
of 15,000 barrels of oH daily, Simon said. 


Simon also asked industry to set up 


energy-saving committees, asked com- 
mercial building managers and owners 
to turn off all but essential lighting 
during nonworking hours, and asked 
citizens to cut down voluntarily on their 
use of electric space heaters. 


Simon ordered federal agencies to 


reduce their driving by 20 per cent in the 
first quarter of next year and to get rid 
of limousines and .heavy sedans, ret- 
urning those which are leased.

Simon said "exceptions will be made 


only for the president, vice president, 
and certain security needs," apparently 
referring to the special protective and" 
communication features needed for the 
nation's highest officials and for visiting 
dignitaries. 


Simon told agencies to use compact or 


subcompact cars unless a larger car was 
absolutely necessary.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The brand-new 


Federal Energy Office wants gasoline 
production cut by five per cent, a move 
that would leave the nation 25 per cent 
less gasoline-than it needs early next 
year. But it fumbled badly Wednesday in 
an effort to announce the program. 


Under the program announced, the 


average motorist may find himself even 
more than 25 per cent short of his usual 
needs, since priority users would take 
their deliveries before the remaining 
gasoline filters down to local service 
stations. 


But in explaining the latest govern- 


ment move to counter the nation's 
energy crisis, the agency charged with 
overseeing energy matters kept falling 
over itself. 


At first the new office gave the public 


the right impression of the shortage by 
issuing the wrong figures; 10 hours later 
it revealed the right figures, but created 
the wrong impression. 


Finally, more than 12 hours later, 


energy officials managed to make both 
the production cutback and the extent of 
the expected shortage clear. 


The gasoline cutback was only one 


major aspect of a wide-ranging proposal 
to control petroleum distribution from 
refineries down to gasoline service stat- 
ions and, for fuel oils, all the way down 
to final consumers in a form of rationing 
without coupons. 


Only gasoline would remain without a 


consumer rationing system, pending a 
final decision by the end of this month. 
But even gasoline would be allocated on 
a priority basis to important users who 
purchase readily-controlled bulk orders. 


Although the allocation regulations 


are to take effect Dec. 27, following 
review of public comment, it appeared 
likely some changes would be made 
before they become final. 


The energy office, rushing to issue its 


proposal on Wednesday, its legal 
deadline, threw the whole question of 
gasoline supplies into utter confusion by 
handing out a badly mixed-up version of 


its 134-page regulation. 


At three separate points in the text 


issued to newsmen Wedaesday morning, 
the regulation proposed that gasoline 
production be limited to 75 per cent of 
the 1972 levels,- apparently imposing a 
far greater cutback than previously an- 
ticipated. 


At about the same time, energy office 


staff members discovered the 75 per cent 
figure was wrong. It should have been 95 
percent. 


Staff members later explained to a 


newsman that they caught the error in 
time to keep it from official publication 
in the Federal Register. 


But then everybody involved dropped 


the whole matter, leaving other agency 
staffers, the agency's official spokes- 
men, Washington newsmen, and 
millions of Americans believing a 25 per 
cent cut of gasoline production was on 
the way. 


In the long run, that was the effect the 


action would have. But for the wrong 
reasons. 


Here's how the situation came to 


pubjic attention: 


Late in the day Wednesday, New York 


Times reporter Ed Cowan, interviewing 
an energy office official about the 
regulations, was casually informed that 
the 75 per cent figure was wrong and that 
95 per cent was right. 


Cowan's story oh the Times' News 


Service eventually led to an Associated 
Press inquiry to the energy office's 
surprised press spokesmen, who 
checked and confirmed the corrected 
version. 


Energy chief William E. Simon said it 


was "a silly error." 


The new story put out by the agency 


was that gasoline production would be 
cut only five per cent below 1972 levels. 
But anybody who breathed a sigh of 
relief at a gasoline shortage that ap- 
peared to have shrunk was in for still 
another surprise. 


Near midnight, John Sawhill, deputy 


director of the energy office, explained 


in answer to questions from The AP that 
the five per cent production cut'would 
really mean a 25 per cent gasoline 
shortage. 


How so? 
The cut in U.S. gasoline production, 
designed to increase production of other 
petroleum products, would take about 
700,000 barrels of gasoline per day out of 
the market. 


But another 700.000 barrels of gasoline 


daily already was missing because the 
Arab nations had cut petroleum 
deliveries to countries friendly to Israel, 
indirectly shutting off imports of 
finished gasoline to the United States as 
well. 


The result, Sawhill said, was that the 


nation would end with a daily shortage in 
early 1974 of about 1.4 million barrels of 
gasoline. Combined with increased 
demand, that would amount to produc- 
tion some 25 per cent short of anticipated 
needs. 


As they now stand, the proposed 


regulations would require homes and 
-schools which heat with fuel oil to reduce 
their heating six degrees below last 
winter's levels; offices and other build- 
ings would have to cut heating 10 


degrees. 


Airlines would trte a 15 per cent fuel 


cut in January, forcing them to drop 
mom flights from their schedules. 
Electrical power plants would have 


lowest priority on the heavy fuel oils 
known as "residual oils/' believed in 
critically short supply, and any sub- 
stantial shortage could bring on 
brownouts or blackouts. ' 


In most petroleum fuels, certain cat- 
egories of users would be given priority 
to get all the fuel they need or at least a 
large portion of it before others are 
served. 


The details vary from fuel to fuel, but 


in general the approach involves as- 
signing top priority to such essential 
activities as agricultural production, 
public transportation, medical and 
nursing services, emergency services, 
and fuel production itself. 


High priority would also be assigned to 


industrial and business activities, to 
protect jobs and the economy. 


In gasoline allocation, retail service 
stations would rank at the bottom of the 
priority heap, entitled only to whatever 
is available after priority users have 
been served.

WAUPACA -The board of education

that it must reevaluate and reallocate 
finances if the program is to he a 
success next year. 


Four students reported to the board 
their 
observations 
of 
modular 


scheduling at Brown Deer and Ger- 
mantown High Schools. They were 
enthusiastic about the number and 
variety of classes offered to Brown 
Deer students. Seniors have a choice of 
111 classes and almost the same 
number of classes are offered to under 
classmen. 


Local students have expressed hope 


that the local board and administration 


will expand the high school curriculum 
in 1974-73. 


Of special interest and appeal was 


that students have a choice as to how 
they will use their spare time. At 
Germantown High School, there are no 
scheduled study halls, and students 
can use free mods for special help or 
work on special assignments. They 
cannot leave the school grounds during 
free periods. Brown Deer seniors are 
permitted to leave the campus, under 
rules similar to Waupaca High School's 
merit system. 


Local students assessed the variety of 
class sizes at the schools visited. Their 
preference was for the small class, with 
10 to 15 students, which is informal and 
conducted on a person-to-person basis. 
The medium size groups, 20 to 25 
students used successfully in art and 
science, allowed students to work on 
individual projects. They said that in 


large groups of 30 or more, where lec- 
ture methods were used, it was "a kind 
of mess and not much interest shown by 
the students." 


Local students said they learned that 


a majority of students in the two schools 
liked the variety of courses offered and 
the opportunity to advance at their own 
rate. A few students did not like 
modular scheduling at all however, 
because they found the large groups 
rowdy, that they couldn't learn much in 
the 20-minute class module and that it 
was eejy to skip out.

Mrs. Phyllis Campbell, head of the

BLACK CREEK - The state Public 


Service Commission has authorized the 
village to increase its water and sewer 
rates, effective the first quarter of 1974, 
according to Richard Bauman, village 
clerk. 


It is estimated 
that the rates 


authorized by the PSC will increase 
annual revenues from water public 
utility general service approximately 
$863. Sewer utility revenues will 
increase by approximately $11,711. 


The village, operating as a combined 


municipal water and sewer public 
utility, had requested a 5.5 per cent rate 
of return on the water and sewer utility 
rate bases. The PSC's approval of the 
rate increase should allow the village to 
meet that 5.5 per cent rate of return. 


At present, the water utility is 


operating at a 4.8 per cent rate of re- 
turn.' The estimated going level at 
present rates for the sewer utility is 
negative. It operates at a toss of $8,71*, 


rdfng to projected estimates by the 


"We needed the increase so we 


wouldn't have to keep taking sizable 
advances from the general fund," 
Bauman said. Over the last four years, 
approximately $60,000 has been ad- 
vanced from the fund to cover expenses. 


he utility hadn't been brought current 


with costs," said Village President 
Thomas Stephani. "We had been 
operating at a deficit and losing money 
for yean." The water utility rates last 
were revised in 1970, when the gross 
plant investment was $181,605, accord- 
ing to the PSC.

terly charge ranges from $5 to $194, 
depending on the diameter, in inches, of 
the meter. There is no change in this 
area under the revised rate plan.

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Bad record gets 
13-year-old sent 
to 'state school 


A 13-year-old former Appleton boy, 


whose numerous brushet with the law 
culminated with the theft of a truck and 
subsequent accident last Thursday, was 
ordered sent to the Lincoln State school 
until be reaches 18.

The boy is the youngest sent to the 


state school by Family Court Judge R. 
Thomas Cane since he took over the 
county's juvenile court more than 16 
months ago. The action was taken 
Monday. 


Cane's action modified an order he 


issued on Nov. 5, in which custody of the 
boy was transferred to the county until 
the boy reaches 18". In last week's in- 
cident, the youth stole the truck from 
the residence of his fosteY parents near 
Bear Creek and started driving the 
vehicle east on County Trunk F near 
River Road. 


The truck went out of control, skidded 


along an embankment and landed in 
four feet of water in the middle of the 
Embarrass River. The boy was treated 
later at St. Elizabeth Hospital for chest, 
neck and leg injuries. 


The youth had been found delinquent 


by Cane on Nov. S after the boy admit- 
ted to participation in 10 assorted thefts, 
break-ins and vandalism incidents in 
Appleton between March 16 and Sept. 
14. The boy apparently specialized in 
breaking into vending and other coin- 
operated machines. For those incidents," 
Cane ordered restitution totaling nearly 
$265. 


Cane added another $195 restitution 


for damages to the stolen truck. 


The youth also was listed as a 


runaway at one time, and while in jail 
awaiting disposition of his case early in 
November, he and two other boys 
defaced the walls and plugged the 
toilets, causing a substantial water 
overflow. For that, Cane ordered the 
boys to spend extra time in the jail 
cleaning it up.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Savings of 


more than |8 million were achieved by 
the University of Wisconsin this year 
through changes and cutbacks in 
academic programs and another $1.5 
million through slashes in administrat- 
ive costs, UW President John Weaver 
said Wednesday. 


Weaver said $7.8 million was saved 


through elimination of courses,- class 
sections, increased teaching loads and 
larger classes, $900,000 through curtail- 
ment of summer session offerings, 
$500,000 through phasing out of campus 
laboratory schools and $200,000 through 
cancellation of academic programs. 


"I don't say that with great pleasure, 
because some of this has been unfor- 
tunate, but there have been savings in 
merger," Weaver told the Madison 


Downtown Rotary Club in reference to 
the combining the UW system with the 
old state universities system. 


The system president said some of the 


$1.5 million saving in administrative 
costs has been transferred to academic 
programs. 


"The major saving has been ac- 


complished in spite of the widely 
repeated, but completely inaccurate 
claim that adminstrative costs continue 
steady to rise at the expense of fun- 
damental educational activities," he 
said. 


"It is my belief, and conviction of 


regents, that in the first 26 months of 
merger we have made substantial 
progress —more than most of our closest 
friends and severest critics realize."
